WASHINGTON, April 26.—Presi- 
dent Wilson sat with bowed head on 
the platform of Continental Memo-

GERMANS BEAT 


OFF BRITISH. 
Attack on the Const of 
Flanders is Repulsed. 
Zeppelins Lead Teuton War- 


Three English Vessele- ere

BERLIN, April 26 (via London.) 
—In ascontinuation yesterday of the 
naval skirmishing that began off the 
Flanders coast on Monday, a British 
destroyer was badly damaged by 
German naval forces and an aux~- 
iliary steamer was sunk and her 
crew captured and taken to Zee- 
brugge, it was officially announced 
this afternoon. 

An official account of the British 
naval attack on the coast of Flan- 
ders on Monday was issued here to- 
day. It says: 

“The Admiralty reports that on 


}the morning of April 24 numerous 


enemy forces appeared off the coast 
of Flanders. They were composed 
of monitors, torpedo boat destroyers 
and great and small steamers, 
which apparently were 
for mines and outlying buoys for 
mbardment, 
“Three of our torpedo boats sta- 
tioned off Flanders repeatedly at- 
tacked the monitors, destroyers and 
auxiliaries, pressed them back and 
prevented them from proceeding 
with their 

“Despite a heavy counter-fire our 
torpedo boats were not damaged and 
the British naval forces left the 
coast of Flanders.” | 

BRITISH LOSE THREE SHIPS. 


The German naval forces which 
bombarded Lowestoft yesterday 
sank the steamer King Stephen and 
captured her crew, it was om 
announced today. This is the same 
crew that refused to rescue the crew 


of the Zeppelin L-19 ch dropped 
into the North Sea. 
It was also announ that a de- 


strower and another scout boat, aside 
from the King Stepher, were sunk, 
and that on one of the cruisers at- 
tacked a bad fire was observed.

“At daybreak parta of our high

“On one cruiser a big fire was ob- 
served. One destroyer and two en- 
emy scout boats were sunk, one of 
the latter being the English fishing 
steamer King Stephen, which for- 
merly refused to save the crew of 
the German airship L-19 when in 
distress. The crew of the fishing 
steamer was taken prisoner. The 
remaining enemy naval forces with- 
drew. On our side there were no 
losses and all the ships returned 


“Simultaneously with the attack 
of our naval forces a naval air 
squadron attacked, on the night of 
April 24-25, the eastern counties of 
Kugland. Bombs were thrown with 
good effect on industrial buildings at 
Cambridge and Norwich, railway 
buildings near Lincoln, batteries 
near Winterton, Ipswich, Norwich 
and Harwich, as well as enemy 
reconnoitering ships on the English 
Despite a violent bombard- 
ment all the airships landed un- 
touched in home harbors. 

“Aeroplanes of our naval air de- 
tachment early on Tuesday morning 
pelted effectively with bombs harbor 
works, fortifications and the aero- 
drome at Dunkirk.

“The previously reported outpost 
encounters off the Flanders on 
Monday were continued on Tuesday.

The right of an armed merchant- 
man, without losing its ul 
character, to protect itself either by 
flight or by resistance, is insisted 
upon. On the other hand, the at- 
tacking vessel must display its col- 
ors before exercising belligerent 
rights; and while it may use force 
against a resisting merchant ehip, 
the attack must cease as soon as the 
resistance stops. Only when it is 
impossible to take the captured 
enemy merchantman into port may 
it be sunk, and in euch case the 
persons on board must be put in a 
place of safety. The right to sink a 
neutral merchantman is declared to 
be doubtful in any case.

Only with the elimination of 
effective competition, whether of 
ocean or rail carriers, can the ocean 
lines be expected to make higher 
rates than those in effect during the 
first six months of canal operation.“ 

EFFECT OF CANAL. 


Mr. Wood declared the Southern 
Pacific had lost the Coast-to-Coast 
business to the steamship lines be- 
fore the canal was opened, and that 
the ocean carriers handled all the 
business in the first season after the 
canal was opened and at rates 10 
to 15 cents lower than the railroads. 
Contracts had been made, he said, 
with the present rates as one of the 
basic elements, upon the assump- 
tion that law practically guaran- 
teed their stability.

detailed to follow Mr. McClellan's 

record as city inspector are included 
in a letter and three affidavits filed 
with the Board of Public Works by 
the City Engineer yesterday. This 
letter, dated April 25, is in reply to 
the letter of the Council dated one 
month previous, recommending Mr. 

McClellan for appointment as chief 

inspector at a salary of $125 a 

month. In view of the fact that Mr.

when he took office, Mr. Hamlin 
says in his letter that the data has 
come to him since the indorsement 
of Mr. McClellan by the Council and 
the information transmittea to the 
Board of Public Works has not been 
made known to the Council. 
AGAINST MCLELLAVN. 

The charges made by City Engi- 
neer Hamlin against Mr. McClellan 
are based on affidavits made by C. E. 
Munger to the effect that the reports 
of Mr. McClellan as inspector of the 
Sixth-street improvement in 1909 
show that more cement was used 
than the reports made by Mr. 
Munger as concrete foreman for the 
contractor. The City Engineer re- 
ports on tests of the concrete base 
for this pavement and from Sunset 
boulevard, where Mr. McClellan 
served as inspector also, and these 
tests, according to Engineer Ham- 
lin, “bear out to a marked degree 
the statements contained in Mr. 
Munger's affidavit.” 

The other affidavits, made by 
Henry Robbins and 8. 8. Duntley,. 
state that Mr. McClellan placed 
markers on piles of sand on the Sun- 
set boulevard and Sixth-~-street jobs 
to denote to his superiors that the 
sand was condemned, and then per- 
mitted the contractors to use the 
sand. 

“In view of the statements con- 
tained in the affidavits herewith ap- 
pended,” says City Engineer Hamlin, 
“I cannot conscientiously acquiesce 
in the appointment of Mr. McClel- 
lan, as the statements therein made, 
if true, certainly show him to be 
wholly unfit and a dangerous man to 
be intrusted with the responsibility 
of seeing that street inspection is 
properly copducted, and I therefore 
his ap- 


Mr. McClellan’s reply to the 
charges made by the City Engineer 
will be filed with the Board of Pub- 
lic Works this morning.

Figures interpreting in lay 
language the offer of the power 
companies to buy the city’s electric 
energy until the distributing plants 
shall be sold to the municipality 
were issued yesterday by R. H. Bal- 
lard, secretary and assistant general 
manager of the. Southern California 
Edison Company, in answer to a 
Statement attributed to President 
Betkouski of the City Council, to the 
effect that to accept the offer 2 
mean a yearly loss to the city of 
$192,000. 

“It seems as though a deliberate 
atempt is being made on the part 
of some of the public officials to mis- 
lead the people in regard to the 
proposition of the power companies 


and the city’s own power project,” 


said Mr. Ballard. 

“This figure of so-called loss,” 
said Mr. Ballard, “is arrived at by 
charging against the income to be 
received from the power output of 
Plant No. 1, interest at 4% per cent. 
per annum on the entire $9,000,000 
of bonds sold; sinking fund on the 
entire $10, 000. 900 of wer bonds; 
operating expenses of the power 


Plant, and allowance for deprecta-

“Since the taxpayers are charged 
with interest and sinking fund on all 
power bonds outstanding, the net 
credit to the taxpayers by the oper- 
ation of No. 1 plant would be $700,- 
000 per anum and for both Nos. 1 
and 2 plants $1,100,000 per annum.” 

Consideration of the offer of the 
power companies to sell their dis- 
tributing lines to the city at the end 
of five years and to buy the output 
of the city generating plants in the 
meantime was postponed by the City 
Council yesterday until an analysis 
can be made of the report of Elec- 
trical Engineer Scattergood on the 
matter. Mr. Scattergood’s report 
was considered by the Public Service 
Commission in executive session yes- 
terday and a committee was named 
to prepare a statement for the Coun- 
cll. This committee consists of Mr. 
Scattergood, Special Counsel Ma- 
thews and Commissioner Kemp. 

President J. 8. Mitchell of the

Thirteen hundred strikers quit the em- 
ployment of the Westinghouse Electric and 
Manufacturing Company in East Pittsburgh 
because that sordid and soulless corpora- 
tion, the stock of which is owned by preda- 
tory, grasping and utterly damnable pluto- 
crats, refused to reinstate one J. H. Hall. 
who had been discharged by it. 

Of course the strikers had a right to quit 
for the reason assigned or because one of 
their employers had red hair or was bald- 
headed or wore a stiff instead of a soft col- 
lar on his shirt.

ABEL’/S BRITANNIA, 

Christabel Pankhufst’s reformed jour- 
nal, erstwhile “The Suffragette,” now Bri- 
tannia,” was recently temporarily suppressed 
by the British government for superpatriotic 
scandalmongering. Christabel must appar- 
ently be militant or “bust;” and when, 
with commendable diplomacy, she instantly 
called off suffrage militancy after the war 


broke out, the energy had to go into some 


thing else. 
So she took it out on the hyphen, at- 
tacked every personage in the country who 
was even remotely suspected of having a 
drop of German or Austrian blood in his 
veins, rushed headlong into drastic advice 
to the government to use more ruthless 
and arbitrary methods, and generally ad- 
vocated war to the knife and no quarter, 
mercy be damned. There is no more bel- 
ligerent publication extant than Christa- 
bel’s “Britannia,” which would make of that 
dignified symbolic dame a veritable fiend 
of merciless, arbitrary, dictatorial tyranny. 
She not only was among the first to de- 
mand universal conscription, a more dras- 
tic internment of all German residents or 
even mere proGerman sympathizers, no 
mercy to spies, who were to be shot on sus- 
picion, prompt retaliation in frightfulness, 
a repudiation of German naturalization, a 
severer tightening of the blockade, but ap- 
peared to think it perfectly just and proper 
that the women and children of Germany, 
voteless ciphers that they are, should feel 
their full share of the war tribulations. 
Now Christabel Pankhurst is clever 
enough to see what a unique figure she cuts 
as both the champion of universal] votes and 


the champion of arbitrary dictatorship. “No 


taxation without representation” was the 


battle cry of the militant suffragettes, yet 


in the Women’s Social and Political Union 
of which she was the recognized head, she 
was absolute autocrat. There was no vot- 
ing on questions of policy in her organiza- 
tion. Her word was law. Do as I say or 
get out” was her unrelenting attitude. She 
has made it obvious enough that, were 
Christabel Minister of War, there would 
be no war councils, no voting in Parlia- 
ment on conscription or any other meas- 
ure. She would institute a dictatorship 
without more ado, with Christabel as arch- 
dictator. When the government suppressed 
her newspaper for superpatriotism, more 
especially with reference to her unwarrant- 
ed attacks on men of standing in thé em- 
pire, she was loud in her indignation—yet 
actually they were employing her own ar- 


tents. 

The fact is that Christabel is a good 
bureaucrat gone wrong. She believes in 
intellectual aristocracy and divine leader- 
ship; she subconsciously envies the auto- 
cratic Kaiser whom she affects to despise. 
She is a born leader and sees in the war 
an opportunity to lead men instead of wom- 
en. Instead of an exclusive audience of 
women, with the newspapers deliberately 


eschewing suffragette news, as before the 


war, she now has a wider audience as ati 
archpatriot, and even the London Times 
gives space to her views with flattering 
regularity. The split in the suffrage party 
in England is due entirély to the fact that 
She led the women so well, inculcated her 
concentration doctrines so thoroughly, that 
they cannot follow her in her right-about- 
turn. But she is a brilliant opportunist— 
her new attitude is ensely popular, She 
can fill the Albert Hall, which seats 7000 


people, and hold overflow meetings, In war 


times superpatriotism is easily condoned, 
and there is a glamor about the prompt 
relinquishment of a cause at the psycho- 
logical moment—for the sake of the coun- 
try! Ohristabel believes with Emerson 
that consistency is the bugbear of small 
minds.

RECORD ENTRY LIST FOR 
PENNSYLVANIA RELAYS. 


— ENNSYLVANIA’S relay carnival 
will bring together this year 
practically all of the champions 

and record holders now in coflege, 
either in the East or the West. The 
feature of the meet this season lies 
in the fact that practically without 
exception ali the best men in the col- 
leges of the country have been en- 
tered. The closing of entries found 
the largest list ever known in the 
history of intercollegiate and scho- 
lastic sport. More than eighty col- 
lege teams and nearly 250 school’ 
teams have sent in their names. 
GREAT INTEREST. 

The greatest interest will, of 
course, center around the big relay 
championships. The winter season 
just closed has indicated that these 
events will be of the highest class 
and very closely fought out. Last 
year Pennsylvania and Harvard ran 
a remarkable race in the one-mile 
championship, Pennsylvania finally 
winning out in the world-record time 
of 3m. 18s. Both Harvard and Penn- 
sylvania retain three men of last 
year’s teams, and it is felt that these 
two colleges will again strive for gu- 
premacy and that another new rec- 
ord will be made. 

The winter racing has shown, how- 
ever, that Princeton, Dartmouth and 
Chicago will also have very fast 
quartettes and that they will be 
fighting for the lead in this race 
from start to finish. Yale, Cornell 
and Michigan are very closely 
matched in the two-mile relay. All 
three are though to be capable of 
making a new intercoll te record, 
Wisconsin and TIllinois are also 
strong in this event.
